Wheieas the Complainant abovenamed has filed a com- 
plaint under Section 41(1) of the Railways Act stating 
that they own a cement factory at Sawaimadhopur and 
limestone, the raw material for cement is transported 
daily in two rakes of 75 to 80 four wheeled wagons from 
their quarries at Phallodi which is sixteen miles from 
Sawaimadhopur; that for the transport of limestone 'from 
Rawaniana Dungar station to Sawaimadhopur station the 
freight is charged at a reduced station to station rate of 
Re. 0.43 per quintal; that the entire rake is booked as 
one consignment on one invoice and one railway receipt 
is issued; that a weigh bridge was installed at Sawaimadho- 
pur station and limestone rakes were weighed from 
3-11-1967; (hat before this date the weight as mentioned 
in the railway receipts based on the carrying capacity of 
the wagon plus two tons was taken as the chargeable 
weight; that there were many unsatisfactory features 
about the weighment; that after several discussions a pro- 
cedure order was issued in June 1969 to the effect that 
not less than 5% of the rakes received in a month will 
be weighed and the result of weighment will form the 
basis for recovery of undercharges in freight for that rake 
and for subsequent rakes till another rake is weighed; that 
in October, 1969 this was modified to arrive at an average 
overweight based on all rakes test weighed in a month; 
that the bills for freight charges were prepared on the 
basis of the excess weight discovered in such of the 
wagons as were found loaded beyond the permissible 
capacity and without setting off such excess weights 
against the underweights discovered in the rest of the 
wagons in the same rake which is unreasonable; that up- 
to 31-7-1969 the railway charged these excess weights at 
the same rate as for the rest of the consignment, i.e. at 
the station to station rate; that from t-8-1969 the excess 
weights were charged at the “smalls rate" which is un- 
reasonable; that the change in the rules was without justi- 
fication; that the weigh bridge should have been installed 
at Rawaniana Dungar station instead of in the north yard 
at Sawaimadhopur. 

And Whereas the complainant has prayed for (1) dec- 
laration that the rate at present charged by the railway in 
respect of limestone traffic from Phallodi quarry siding 
to the siding at Sawaimadhopur is unreasonable (2) to 
direct the railway to charge only on the aggregate weight 
of the lime stone loaded in each rake as a whole and (3) 
to direct the railway to charge the excess at the station 
to station rate and not at the smalls rate.
